AUSTRIA 


No matter what the soldiers may say, it IB now 


clear that from the^ standpoint of the future of 
Europe, Winston Churchill was right and Franklin 
D. Roosevelt and General Marshall wrong in the 
higher strategy of the war. General Marshall, 
trained in the tradition of World War 1, insisted 
upon the second front through France; Churchill 
wanted to go through the Balkans. Stalin naturally 
opposed Churchill because he knew that whoever 
controlled the Balkans could master Central Eu- 
rope. Roosevelt sided with Stalin. The principle 
difficulties which the Powers now face In the Ger- 
man and Austrian settlements arise from the re- 
jection of Churchill's plan. 


Had Churchill's concept of the strategy of war 


been followed, Austria would today be indisputably 
in Anglo-American hands and we should have had 
the major voice in the Austrian, which means the 
Danubian, peace. When it is realized Ihat World 
Wur 1 started over Serbia and World War 2 over 
Poland, it becomes increasingly clear how tre- 
mendously Important the Balkans and Eastern Eu- 
rope are to world peace. Historically, whoever 
controls tho Danube is the master of Eastern Eu- 
rope and has an overwhelming voice in the affairs of 
the whole of Europe. The old Aiistro-Hungarian 
Empire was a Danubian power. Vienna lies on the 
Danube where it enters the Hungarian plain. Since 
(he days of the Roman Empire, It was this river 
which formed the channel for the East to West 
movement oC men' and goods in Europe and be- 
tween Europe and Asia. 


It was at Vienna that tho Romans constructed 


their most effective delenhes against the Teutonic 
Barbarians from 1he North who ever menaced the 
Kmpire and finally subdued it. It 'was through 
Hie Vienna gap that the Huns, under Attila, the 
Avars and later the Magyars, peoples from what is 
now called Chinese Turkestan, raided the civilized 
areas of the West. 


• It was along the Danube Ihat the Crusaders 
movrd toward Jerusalem. And when the Seljuks 
;md Gsmanli Turks fought through Asia and finally 
created a Kreat Empire of their own under Sulei- 
man tho Magmficient, they attacked Europe along 
lhe, Danube. Twice they bat.trred Hie fates ol 
Vlcnrm nntl twice they wore drfcHtcd, In 1529 and 
in 3(iS3. And this Is generally overlooked: when 
Hie ilwpsburKs wore fighting lor iliolr )iv<-s find for 
ihr clvill/.alion of Europe. UK- French were playing 
with the non-Christian Turks fnr dynastic power 
rvcn if that meant the death of Western civilization. 
Tier must it or forgottrn 1hnl Ihe now enslaved 
Votes, then a froe people, helped to save Europe 
from the Turks under the leadership of their king, 
John Sohloskl. . 


The Turks hrltl Iho Balkiui countries, however. 
Wh«t is now Yugoslavia, Bulgaria. Albania, Ru- 
infinlti, and oven Greece were Turkish fiefs. 
Out 


of the wars between the Austrn-IIungnrian Kmpire 
»nd Turkey came first the liberation of thrse Chris- 
linn peoples from the Moslem yoke and eventually 
thai nationalistic upsurge which won for them 
independence and sovereignty. 


It is geographically and economically impossible 


tn separate the Balkan countries from the Danube 
and from each other. 
Stalin apparently under- 
stands this and is busily engaged in forming a pro- 
Russian Danubian League. W'inston Churchill fore- 
s.iw that. It has been French policy for five cen- 
turies to undermine Austria so that it would not 
br the effective head of a Danubian power. When 
one speaks of the German invasions of France, he 
Ignores French invasions of Germany and French 
politics in Europe. 
Between Wurld War 1 and 


World War 2, Franco's organuation of the Little 
Kntente, which included 
Czccho-Slovakla 
(Bo- 


hemia), Yugoslavia, Rumania, and Poland, was de- 
voted to preventing Austria from utilizing any 
political or economic methods for the restoration 
of its life. Vienna was permitted to degenerate and 
ultimately became a pawn of Hitler as it is nowof 
Stalin. 


Unless American statesmanship can envisage 
tho significance of Vienna and the Danube in the 
reconstruction of Europe, there will be no per- 
manent peace. The states and peoples along the 
Dunubc must rest their economic lives on one oC 
Ihi- two terminals of the River; either they arc 
| Jed by Vienna or by the power that controls thd 
Buck Sea. In a word, the Danubian peoples will 
cither belong'to Western civilization or to Soviet 
Russia. The choice depends-upon-American states- 
manship.

PAINLESS DRILLING OF TEETH 


Some years ago I looked at the X-ray of my 


tecl h with my dentist. We agreed that two of them, 
which had been filled some years previously, should 
nov. be removed. The dentist asked me when I 
would come in to have them extracted. I told him I 
was in his office and wanted them extracted at once. 
lie .--poke about bravery, but I told him it was cow- 
ardice as I didn't want to be Dunking, about it for 
oven n clay. 


1 believe everybody dislikes visiting his dentist 
not because of abstraction of teeth which after all 
is nut painful, but because of the drilling to re- 
movu decayed tissue before filling the teeth. That 
this drilling of teeth with its vibration, noise, and 
severe pain is withstood by most of us is because 
the dentist cools the instrument and the tooth itself 
by spraying with cold water. Keeping the tooth and 
instrument cool while drilling is often difficult, 
SOUK times an assistant being necessary to spray 
the <:old water and let the operating dentist con- 
tinue his work. It is interesting, therefore, to learn 
that members of the armed forces, in reed of con- 
siderable drilling and other painful cutting to pre- 
scrvi- their teeth, were fortunate in having an 
apparatus for keeping tooth and i/istruments cool 
In the Journal of the. American Dental Associa- 


tion, Captain Leon L>eber, D.M.D., Kelly Field 
Texas, states that until recently there has been no 
suitable apparatus fdr effectively cooling, lubricating 
and preventing clogging of these cutting instru- 
ments and carrying away the debris from their use. 
This was because there was no constant flow of 
water at the same time as instrument was cutting 
and also impossible to apply the stream of water at 
the exact point where the instrument was cutting, 
nor could the volume of water be controlled. 


Dr. Ueber describes an instrument developed by 
Dr, C. J. Hanschel which not only controls the flow 
ol wat^r at point of cutting but actually controls 
the temperature of the water so that any sudden 
change of temperature of the tissues is prevented, 
buddcn changes of temperature cause pain, if below 
85 *., or above 135 F. 


This apparatus will be found in dental offices as 
the supply becomes available. There will be less 
shrinking from obtaining necessary dental treat- 
ment.

Ho 
pointed out that the low codling 
moth infestation in 1946 could 
not be attributed entirely to DDT, 
and that there is , evidence tha^ 
the moth may be a serious prob- 
lem in 1947, so growers must be 
prepared to combat it. 


Discusses DDT Use 


R. W. Dean of the Poughkeepsie 
Laboratory discussed use of DDT 
in controlling Insects other than, 
codling moth. He said that New 
York, state experience did hot ver- 
ify reports from other states that 
wooly apple 
aphis, red-banded 
leaf roller, and European red mite 
were increased by use of DDT, 
since increases here appear to re- 
sult from weather conditions, oc- 
currence of red spider mite did 
seem to be associated with use of 
DDT. 


P. J. Chapman of the Division 


of Entomology at Geneva'pointed 
that use of oil. in early sprays 
is necessary ^ to control .European 
red mite and,"other inects, and 
emphasized need for more high- 
ly purified and more efficient oils.
